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How Does Rapid Rail Transit 
Compare to Commuter Trains? 

An analogy of the relative merits of rapid rail transit 
and commuter trains often serves to confuse many people, 
says WSTC Commissioner James P, Gleason. '‘There is really 
little comparison between the two except that both operate on 
tracks and can cany large numbers of people/’ Mr. Gleason 
declared. 


He emphasized some of the im¬ 
portant differences: 

* Rapid rail transit operates on 
an exclusive right-of-way, has no 
grade crossings and never mixes 
with other slower trains. Commu¬ 
ter trains must share their tracks 
with existing slower passenger and 
freight trains, not to mention street 
crossings. Year after year opera¬ 
ting costs are higher than rapid 
transit, and fewer people are ser¬ 
viced. 

* Rapid rail is speedy, traveling 
at speeds up to 75 mph; the elec¬ 
trically-powered vehicles have com¬ 
fortable seats, are air-conditioned, 
and have automatic controls for 
safety and operational efficiency. 
The rapid rail transit train can 
run every two minutes, or less. 
Commuter trains generally run, at 
best, every ten to 20 minutes. 

* Rapid transit stations are de¬ 
signed for maximum speed and 
convenience of loading. Platforms 
are level with the car floor to ena¬ 
ble passengers to step on and off 
the trains without climbing steps. 
Multiple doors on each car reduce 
loading and unloading time to a 
minimum. 

* A major problem with most 
commuter railroad operations is 
delivery of passengers at their 
downtown destinations. In Wash¬ 
ington, Union Station is the down¬ 
town terminal for commuter rail 
service, but it is convenient to only 
a small percentage of downtown 
destinations. The best bus distri¬ 
bution system under commuter 
train operation still would leave 
much to be desired in delivering 
passengers to widespread destina¬ 
tions, and taxi fees are prohibitive. 
In comparison, the Metro rapid 
transit system with three intersec¬ 
ting lines and many stations in 
downtown Washington will deliver 
passegers within easy walking dis¬ 
tance of almost all jobs within the 
regional core. 

*Rapid rail transit operates at a- 
bout 50 cents per car mile. Com¬ 
muter railroad trains operate at 
about $1.75 per car mile - over 
three times as much, year after 
year. 

"Certainly, the region's transpor¬ 
tation problems cannot all wait un¬ 
til the Metro rapid rail transit sys¬ 
tem is in operation,” Mr. Gleason 
said. "Progress on the area’s high¬ 
way and freeway network is des¬ 
perately needed, and there are ma¬ 
ny improvements in bus service 
that must be made." 

'However, commuter railroads 
are no substitute for rapid rail 
transit," he emphasized. "Rapid 
transit provides higher average 
speeds, closer spacing of stations, 
more frequent service, greater re¬ 
liability and freedom from delays, 
easier loading and unloading, dis¬ 
tribution of passengers at their 
destinations, and lower operating 
costs." 

Mr. Gleason said that there is no 
reason to discourage operation of 
commuter rail service which can 
help relieve our transportation cri¬ 
sis on an interim basis. "But it is 
important to recognize that in to¬ 
days auto-oriented metropolitan 
areas public transportation must 
have every possible advantage if it 
is to succeed. Everything possible 
must be done to give the commuter 
an attractive choice in terms of 
speed, convenience, comfort, safe¬ 
ty, reliability and cost."

Long-range Plans for Capital 
Improvements by GHI Reviewed

Many hard decisions face the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
board of directors and members in the coming months as con¬ 
sideration is given to a long-range plan of capital improvements 
for the quarter-century old brick and frame homes. This was 
the message conveyed by GHI officials as they convened & 
special informational meeting on Wednesday, September 18, 
to review" the structural needs of the aging homes for the next 
decade. 


Six-month GHI Financial 
Report Shows Improvement

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
board of directors, at its last reg¬ 
ular meeting, reviewed a state¬ 
ment of its financial situation for 
the first 6 months of 1968. The 
operating statement showed im¬ 
provement over the corresponding 
reports for the previous two years. 
Income has gone up, principally 
due to increased monthly charges 
and, because expenses have re¬ 
mained about the same, the excess 
of disbursements over receipts 
dropped from $57,000 in 1967 to 
$13,900 this year. Such excesses 
axe generally anticipated for the 
first half year because of seasonal 
heating costs. These figures do not 
reflect capital improvements such 
as boiler overhaul which the bud¬ 
get calls for to be funded through 
the reserves. 

According to the financial report. 

$22,900 was spent for converting 
the old Medical Center in 30 Court, 
Ridge Road, to four two-bedroom 
homes. 

The fund of $233,000, which was 
at one time available to prospec¬ 
tive members for purchasing GHI 
homes, still has more than $50,000 
available for financing home im¬ 
provements and additions. $85,333 
of the fund was part of the finan¬ 
cing for the four new four-bed¬ 
room homes. 

Republicans Endorse 
Charter Craft Slate 

The Greenbelt Republican Club 
has called upon all civic and poli¬ 
tical organizations in Prince Geor¬ 
ges County to endorse the OCDN 
(Operation Charter Draft Now) 
slate. 

In a resolution unanimously a- 
dopted September 18, the Club 
charged that the existing opposing 
charter board slate was "hand¬ 
picked" in a smoke-filled room" 
by the Prince Georges County 
Commissioners. They said the op¬ 
position slate "represents nothing 
but the narrowest of partisan in¬ 
terest." 

Two residents of Greenbelt. W. 
Gordon Gemeny, a Republican, and 
Simon M. Pristoop, a Democrat, 
are members of the OCDN slate 

Other members of the OCDN 
slate are Willim J. Kircher, Lan- 
ham; Walter H Maloney, Belts- 
rille; and Robert B. Bender, Pal¬ 
mer Park. Kircher and Maloney 
are Democrats; Bender is a Re¬ 
publican. 


Sitting before the board was a 
long list of capital improvements 
prepared by management at the 
suggestion of the board. Illustra¬ 
tive of the kinds of renovations 
and improvements that manage¬ 
ment foresees the homes will need 
eventually if not immediately are 
new roofs, windows and sills, gut¬ 
ters, sidewalks, and major over¬ 
haul of heating plants and boilers. 

City Notes 

The municipal tennis courts will 
be closed for at least a month, ac¬ 
cording to City Manager James 
K. Giese, during the process of re¬ 
building the courts and changing 
their direction. The city’s portion 
of the job is already underway. 
The end fences have been taken 
down and grading begun on the ex¬ 
tended area necessary to reverse 
the direction of the courts. This 
week the city crew will also remove 
pavement on the existing courts. 

The remaining work will be per¬ 
formed by a subcontractor—pour¬ 
ing of asphalt courts, installing 
new fencing, and painting of court 
lines. A final paving — a color 
surfacing — will be delayed until 
another year, since funds were 
withdrawn by council from this 
fiscal year’s budget. Omission of 
this final coat is not expected to 
affect the playing surface. 

# * * 

Trash collections throughout the 
city have been running somewhat 
late during the last two weeks. 
They were delayed first by street 
paving in Boxwood Village and 
then by the slurry sealing of court 
parking areas by G.H.L In both 
instances, the city crew had to 
carry trash collections over greater 
distances because the trucks could 
not be brought in over the new 
paving. The trash crew was also 
short a man for a while. With the 
hiring of a new man last week the 
crew is now up to full strength. 

The parks crew, also a man short 
during the last week, has concen¬ 
trated on grass cutting. A special 
crew continues with line painting. 
They repainted stop lines at cross 
walks and intersections and are 
in the process of freshening up the 
yellow paint on the curbs to mark 
off no parking areas.

Additional items for the frame 
homes include continuing replace¬ 
ment of heat and hot water retun? 
lines, and new exterior and trasfc 
closet doors. 

In addition to these items, the 
board has also received all sorts 
of proposals for upgrading the 
homes. These include air condi¬ 
tioning, heavying up the electrical 
circuits so as to provide 120 am¬ 
perage instead of 60, sound-proof¬ 
ing the walls, placing interior pipes 
inside the walls, and rebuilding the. 
parking courts. 

The GHI board has long felt st 
need for a separate capital im¬ 
provement budget that would high¬ 
light the long-range replacement 
items required to keep the homes 
"up to snuff.” GHI budgets up to 
now have generally been limited to 
expenditures for current and pre¬ 
ventive maintenance. 

Cost Estimates 

The cost of such a capital im¬ 
provement program could run in¬ 
to the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, but precise figures axe 
hard to predict because much de¬ 
pends on the rate at which present 
equipment will wear out. For exam¬ 
ple, management estimates the cost 
of replacing a window in the frame 
home at $100 per window. White 
one can estimate what the cost 
would be to replace all the wind¬ 
ows today, obviously not all the 
windows need replacement today. 
What has to be estimated is the 
number of windows that will need 
replacement this year, next year, 
the following year and so on. 

Management is thus working or 
a long-range plan which contem¬ 
plates spreading the work of these 
major replacement items over *, 
period of 10 or more years. The 
financing of this program would 
similarly be spread over a period 
of years through some kind of 
long-range borrowing program 
which would minimize the impact 
of the capital improvement pro¬ 
gram on monthly charges. 

GHI officials noted that white 
the cost per home of the total list 
of capital improvements proposed 
might seem like a large amount 
in relation to the value of the 
home, this cost when spread over 
a period of 10 or more years would 
come to only a few dollars a month 
per householder. 

GHI officials feel that the corpor¬ 
ation simply cannot allow the pro¬ 
perty to deteriorate as has so often 
happened in older sections of tht 
metropolitan area. In this con¬ 
nection. one of the problems is te 
determine the point at which the 
condition of an individual home 
would no longer warrant the addi¬ 
tional investment in capital im¬ 
provements. Within the next few 
years, there may be a number of 
such homes, and the corporation 
will then have to consider for 
these homes the alternative of a 
new construction program.

State Scholarship Exams 
Scheduled for Nov. 23 

The Maryland State Scholarship 
Board has announced plans for 
conducting the State-wide competi¬ 
tive examination for the three 
State Scholarship Programs.

The Police Blotter 

Two major incidents occurred at 
Greenbelt Lake on Sept. 19. One 
incident involved two College Park 
women and a baby, who were drop¬ 
ped off at the lake by the husband 
of one of the women at about 4 
p.m. The women were sketching 
when a man approached them, 
asking if they had seen a red¬ 
headed girl. When they replied in 
the negative, the man attempted to 
persuade the two women to go in¬ 
to the woods with him by holding a 
3-inch knife at the baby’s back. 
The mother of the baby struggled 
with the man and sustained knife 
wounds to her hand. Finally the 
women were effective in getting 
the man to leave, telling him that 
they would say nothing of the in¬ 
cident to authorities. The man 
fled, and the women reported the 
events to a police officer who then 
appeared on the scene during his 
regular patrol of the lake area. 

Seven minutes after the attack, 
a teletype look-out was issued for 
a white male, 19-25 years old, a- 
bout 5'8” tall, about 140 pounds, 
with brown hair, blue eyes and a 
fair complexion. At the time of 
the incident he was wearing green 
work pants and a white, short- 
sleeved shirt. A composite pic¬ 
ture has also been sent to all area 
police departments. 

The woman who was stabbed re¬ 
ceived first aid by th^ police offic¬ 
er on the scene and was taken to 
the medical center for further 
treatment. 

Earlier that same day, five ju¬ 
venile boys from Rivcrdale were 
apprehended at the lake for break¬ 
ing into the concession stand and 
stealing the oars to the row boats. 
They were charged with larceny 
and breaking and entering. 

During the week six juveniles 
(four boys and two girls > stole a 
car and license plates from the 
Co-op service station and drove 
to Woodbridge, Va., where they 
stole a second vehicle. They were 
arrested in Gloucester, Va., return¬ 
ed to this area, and charged with 
auto larceny and one of the youths 
with theft of license plates. Their 
case will appear in juvenile court, 
as will the case of the five River- 
dale boys. 

A Greenbelt man called the 
police, threatening suicide. He was 
apparently distressed over marital 
difficulties. A police officer talked 
to him and removed four rifles 
from his house, with the consent 
of his wife.

City Policy on Special 
Trash Pickups Outlined 

More than 300 special, trash pick¬ 
ups per month are being made by 
the City, according to a special 
study just completed. Although 
previously no records were kept 
as to number of pickups made per 
month, rthe number of requests is 
known to have increaed greatly. 
When the service was first insti¬ 
tuted, pickups were only made on 
two days a week. Later, service 
was expanded to one man working 
one half of each day, now one man 
works full time, and is frequently 
helped out by other city employees, 
This service, available to all city 
refuse collection customers, is uni¬ 
que in this area in that it operates 
daily, is virtually unlimited as to 
items, and operates without cost 
to patrons. In order to handle 
this large number of requests the 
city has established the following 
regulations: 

1/ Call 474-8000 at any time in¬ 
dicating address, where trash is 
located, what it is, and whether 
or not containers are to be left. 

2/ Special trash should be left 
in yard near regular trash con¬ 
tainers or where trash collector 
will have easy access. 

3/ Tree branches must be tied 
in bundles no more than 2 feet in 
diameter by 4 feet in length. 

4/ Grass and yard trimmings 
must be in containers. 

5/ It is unlawful to place trash 
or litter along public streets. How¬ 
ever, leaves only may be piled a- 
long city streets from Oct. 1 
through Dec. 31, and from March 
15 through May 15. 

6/ Special trash service is not for 
building contractors, even if they 
do work on a subscriber’s proper¬ 
ty. Contractors must remove and 
dispose of their debris from houses 
and yards in the city. 

The large number of special calls 
makes it impossible for us to guar¬ 
antee one-day special pickup ser¬ 
vice. If, however, trash is not 
picked up within a week, phone 
474-8000, give information and state

Enrollment Jumps 
At Univ. of Md. 

Fall enrollment at the University 
of Maryland’s College Park cam¬ 
pus jumped about 1,500 over the 
predicted 30,731 predicted by Uni¬ 
versity officials in August. 

Some of the problems this pre¬ 
sents, according to Dr. R. Lee 
Hombake, vice president for aca¬ 
demic affairs, are crowded class¬ 
rooms and insufficient teaching 
personnel.

Hospital Addition 
Nears Completion 

A medical center complex is 
emerging at Prince George’s Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, where a progressive 
expansion program is providing 
new dimensions in patient care 
and new concepts of community 
service. 

Nearing completion is the nine 
storied tower addition to the main 
hospital building, which will in¬ 
crease total bed capacity to nearly 
600. Scheduled to open in Septem¬ 
ber is the adjacent new 100 bed 
Extended Care Facility, which will 
provide specialized nursing care 
and rehabilitation for patients no 
longer in need of acute hospital 
care. A new residence hall for 
interns and residents has recenty 
been completed on hospital 
grounds. 

With the opening of the new 
tower addition later this year, ex¬ 
panded services and increased di¬ 
agnostic facilities will be provided. 
The largest general hospital in the 
Washington suburban area, Prince 
George’s General Hospital is one 
of the leading hospitals in the num¬ 
ber of admissions, emergency treat¬ 
ments and out-patient visits. 

The hospital next year will ob¬ 
serve its 25th year of community 
service. Its continual and steady 
growth is reflected in increased 
utilization of the hospital facility, 
where admissions last year totaled 
19,771. A total of 304,100 labora¬ 
tory procedures were performed 
by the Pathology Department last 
year and diagnostic x-ray proced¬ 
ures numbered 70,800. Outpatient 
visits to the clinics totaled 16,420. 

A major step toward improving 
hospital emergency service was 
made during the past year with 
the establishment of a new plan 
of operation for the Emergency 
Department, which has more than 
tripled its services over a lOyear 
period. A group medical practice 
has been established to provide 
round the clock medical coverage 
in the emergency room. 

New emergency facilities will be 
relocated in the tower addition, ad¬ 
jacent to a new and improved clin¬ 
ic and outpatient department. Di¬ 
agnostic and patient care capabili¬ 
ties will be tremendously increased. 
A new Pediatric unit and a 50-bed 
Psychiatric unit will also be among 
the many new features.
